For many months it 
has been known. in thé financial district 
that. William C. Durant, prominent au- 
tomobile. manufacturer who has been 
more or less successful ‘in stock matket 
campaigns. in recent years, operated in 
the stock of the Cast Iron, Pipe and 
his activity in these shares are .under- 
stood to have beech chiefly; responsible 
for its rapid rise from around $65: 2 
Share. earlier in -the year to a high 
price of around $106 a share, reached a 
few weeks ago. 

To accumulate a profit of $200,000 in

WASHENGTON, Aug. 16.,-Orders to 
search for a palatial floating ‘barroom, 


sent out by the United States Coast 
Guard after Rear Admiral Frederick C. 
Billard, the. Coast Guard commandant, 
had held a conference with James E. 
Jones, the acting Prohibition Commis- 
sioner, today. 

If the craft is found to be violating 

the laws of this country, she may be 
boarded and’ searched under the recent 
liquor treaty with Great Britain, whose 
flag she is said to be flying, that is, 
if she is within “ah: heur's steaming” 
of the American shores, 
. . Whether or not she {Is technically 
violating the statutes, it is not believed 
she will hover long in the vicinity of 
the American shores, for Great Britain 
frowns upon the practice of flouting the |. 
local laws, and so expressed herself 
diplomatically in the exchange of notes 
with the State Department leading ‘up 
to the treaty. 

Close watch will be kept by the cutter 
Seneca and other Coast Guard craft to 
ascertain if boats plying back and forth 
to the liner are making a ‘‘ship-to- 
shore’ contact that. comes within: the

Guard officers, but he did desire to 
find out from them just how muth on 
the edge of the law fuch a scheme could 
be operated. 4

did not believe the vessel woul con- 
tinue long - unhindered in her pp a 
brisk trade. In the first place, sai 
Wheeler, she was probably vibtaring’? 
the revenue laws, and in the second hé 
believed: Great Britain would usé her 
influence to stop: ships of her registry 
from being employed in such an enter- 
prise. j 

“There are two. other. good. reasons 
why I think she will not operate long,” 
added Mr. Wheeler. “Storms and sea- 
sickness are one, and the other’is the 
high cost of the so-called enjoyment, 
which can manifestly draw only upon 
4 limited class.’’

PLYMOUTH, Vt., Aug. 16.—President 
Coolidge ‘today, began ‘his ten-day. vaca- 
tion on the farm of his father, in the 
hamlet .where he was born and in the 
house where he took the oath of office 
as President more than a year, ago. 

In the rugged foothills of the Green 

Mountains that nurtured ,his ancestors, 
the President and Mrs. ' Coolidge and 
thelr son John have sought rest .and 
recreation among old scenes, around 
which -cling fond ‘memories, Heré, 
where he has returned ycéarly for his 
diversion from official duties, the Pres- 
ident hopes to enjoy, ‘undisturbed by 
gove ental. cares, just thé kind of 
vaca’ he had when. he: was a plain 
country lawyer. He. has followed his 
custom. of Keeping away from preten- 
tious’ resorts ‘and has chosen the same 
diversions as when he was a private 
citizén, working in’ the hay fields, long 
walks in the mountains, woeds, and 
just “‘loafing.’’ *

LONDON, Aug. 16.—Copies of the final 


Application of the Plan Presented to, the 
Reparation Commission on April’. 9, 
1924, by. the First Committee of Experts, 
Appointed. by It on /Noy, 30, 1923,” ‘were 
iagued at a late hour this evening. The 
protocol has four annexes. 

The -proétoco}l itself is a brief document 
in. French afid English and is signed 
by the British Prime Minister as Presi- 
dent, Secretary General Sir Maurice 
Hankey,. the allied Secretaries, the Ger- 
man’ Secretary and a representative of 
the Reparation Commission. The repre- 
sentatives the United States, ‘“‘with 
specifidally” limited, powers,” as it is 
stated in the protocol, do not sign. 

The protocol says: 


The President states that all .the 
Governments concerned and the Repa- 
ration’ Commission have « confirmed 
their acceptance of the plan and have 
agreed to its being brought into oper- 
ation, and that in the course of the 
proceedings.‘of the conference: certain 
agreements which are necessary to 
enable the plan to be brought into 
operation have been drawn up or al- 
ready signed by the parties concerned. 

It is understood that these agree- 
ments Which have now been signed or 
initialed ne varietur, except as/ re- 
gards the dates laid down in the agree- 
ment. forming Annex Iii. 
which will be extended. by seventeen 
‘days and are annexed ‘hereto/ are 
mutually. interdependént.

SURVEYING THE LEAGUE. : 
Last week’s lectures and discussions at 
the -W: stown Institute of Politics 
were y occupied ‘with the League 
of Nations, It cannot be said that any 
surprisingly new point of view was de- 
veloped. , Still, it was an advantage 
to have had a recapitulation, such as that 
given by, Sir “ArrHur ‘Salter, of* the 
actual work done by the: League since 
its establishment. Labors for peace are 
not in themselves sensational as a rule, 
yet it is a new.sensation for the world 
to have had a great peaceful agency 
functioning successfully and openly in 
cases which in other years would surely, 
have meant diplomatic clashing and a 
constant threat of war. “4. ~- 
If those who spoke in Bthalf of the 
League at Williamstown had little to 
say that was new, those/opposed to it 
had nothing. The old criticisms and ob- 
jections ‘were raised once ‘more as if 
they had not been debated and answered 
@ thousand times. They are largely 
theoretical, while the League in being is 
a very “practical thing, going forward 
month after month in a way to confound 
its critics. Several military men, chiefly 
retired Admirals, were present at Wil- 
liamstown, not so much to bear testimony 
against the League of Nations as to ex- 
press a professional opinion that the 
United States is bound to engage in war 
again, after a hundred years or.so, and 
therefore must not suffer its hands to be 
tied by any kind of international agree- 
ment that would prevent the fullest prep- 
aration for the great crisis. At least, we 
-must thank these. gentlemen for giving 
us a breathing space in which to prepare. 
It may be that even. naval. and) army 
authorities before the critical century is 
over will have found ways of securing 
the defense and maintaining the indepen- 
dence of America wholly consistent with 
international cooperation. . 
Events. have a way of. confuting 
prophets, The League of: Nations, even 
without the- aid. and comfort of the 
United States, has done more good work 
than its friends would jhhave thought 
possible, and has displayed scarcely any 
of the weakness which its enemies pre- 
dicted for it. The flowing tide is with 
the League. Politicians. may come and

the other, but\the great.trend, of the 
civilized world goes* on unaffected. It 
is, as Mr. JoHN W. Davis said last Mén- 
day night, in the diréction of the belief 
that the League of Nations “is destined 
“ more and more to become the bulwark 
“of peace and order to mankind.” 


THE AMENDMENT CYCLE. 


Public -opinion concerning the be- 
havierism of the. Constitution of the 
United States has undergone a trans- 
formation within the last twenfy years. 
In. 1907 a speaker at the. meeting of the 
American Bar Association declared. that 
“i¢ the Constitution is to be changed, it 
“ must be done in the manner in which 
“the instrument prescribes, which is to 
“ say that it shall not be changed at all, 
“ for we are taught by a century of our 
“history that the Constitution can no 
“longer be amended.” Twenty years 
earlier Woonrow WiILs0n wrote: “ No 
“force less than the force of revolution 
“can nowadays be, expected to move the 
“cumbrous machinery of Article V.” 
Yet, as pointed ‘out by Professor 
HERMAN V. AMES in the Proceedings 
of the American Philosophi-al Society, 
Wooprow Witson while President was 
to witness the adoption of four constitu- 
tional amendments. 

Twenty years ago the Constitution was 
@ grim and ancient. spinster. dead set 
in her ways. Today people are shaking 
their heads over a Constitution succumb- 
ing to an almost flapper passion for 
change and excitement. Whereas: once 
the problem was to facilitate amendment, 
the latest endeavors are in the direction 
of making amendment more- difficult. 
Professor AMES admits that he was 
among those who used to think the 
amending process too difficult. There 
was ground enough for his earlier 
belief. Of the nineteen constitutional 
amendments in force, ten were enacted 
almost contemporaneously with the orig- 
inal instrument and two more before the 
year 1804. Then came.a lapse of more 
than sixty years followed by the Civil 
War group of amendments, and another 
pause of more than forty years followed 
by the cycle that is still in force. / 

In the course of our history more than 
, 8,500 proposed amendments ‘have been 

brought forward in the form) of resolu- 
tions in Congress. Of these, just twenty- 
three. received the necessary two-thirds 
approval in both houses of Congress. As 
Professor AMES st 8, the proposed 
amendments would have been still more

It is a fairly; safe prediction that the 
proponents of new methods, if they were 
to succeed in putting them through, 
would be in for disappointment, The 
basic reason is that changes in thé Con- 
stitution are brought about. not by spe~ 
‘cial devices, but by a display of public 
sentiment ‘that is powerful enough ‘te 
make use of any device, The history of 
amendments shows that the supposed dif- 
ficulties have really consisted in’ an in- 
different public, opinion.. When .times 
are ripe for ¢hange,'\the amendments 
come readily enough. This is shown by 
the cycles in- which the amendment 
process has moved. Our nineteen amend. 
ments have come in three waves, ; 

.The Twentieth Amendment, Child 
Labor, now before the States, shows that 
the latest wave has not yet spent itself. 








JELLICOE: AT JUTLAND. 

The British Admiralty’s “Narrative 
of the Battle of Jutland” is igsued five 
years after the publication of Admiral 
JELLICOE’S book, . Official zeal has as- 
sembled all the evidence available on dis- 
puted points. Byery log, every signal - 
book, every, individual report has beet” 
examined, On the 154 British ships that 
constituted the Grand Fleet on May 
80-31, 1916, there were thousands of 
witnesses, and-they had many stories to 
tell. Of signal books alone there were 
hundreds to scan for items of intelli- 
gence, time\and place. Literally, order 
had to be brought out of chaos, for so 
confusing and so fluctuating were the 
circumstances of the battle, which the 
Germans did hot expect to fight, and 
which the Brifish began but failed to 
finish, that the actors could not agree. 
upon any important statement of: fact. * 

As an author Admiral Jemicoé did 
not have access to all the evidence. He 
was embarrassed. by’ instructiong that 
he could not disclose in their entirety. 
Moreover, he had his own reputation to 
protect. As to the tactics employed at 
Jutland he was on the defensive, for 
there was much complaint that he had 
not grasped the opportunity to sink the 
German fleet, The Admiralty, with -all 
the collectable facts before it, -does not 
hesitate to say that when. Viscount 
JELLICON is at variance with conclusions 
reached in the Narrative the weight of 
evidence ‘is against him. On one point, 
however, he is right: the Admiralty 
fails, he says, to give a true idea of 
the confusion caused by. contradictory 
reports during the battle, and is there- 
fore. not always in a position to ‘pro- 
nounce judgment. 

At the very opening of the Admiralty 
account there is conflict with the state- 
ment made by Admiral Jetticoz in his 
book, that “the Grand Fleet put to sea 
“on May 30 (1916) for the purpose of 
“carrying out. one of its periodical 


+“ sweeps in the North Sea.” According 


to the Narrative: 

By May. 28 it had become clear that

The French engineer, 
Colonel BUNAU-VARILLA, who for forty 
years has been interested in the Panama 
project, estimates that within ten years 
traffic will have -passed the fifty- 
million-ton mark, and that by 1944 it will 
have risen to nearly twice that figure. 
Owing to the limited lock facilities 
and water supply for the locks, he does 
not believe that much more than fifty 
million tons can be carried through ina 
year.

Canal from a lock to a sea-level canal,

By dividing two continents two oceans 
have been united. This achievement will 
aver remain a monument to American 
engineering skill. As a piece of pioneer 
work it ranks beside the bridging of the 
continent by railroads. To put it through 
required that faith. which St, Pavy so 
aptly des¢ribed as “the evidence of 
things unseen.” Barring the destruction 
of the Canal by some unexpected ca- 
lamity, it will serve future generations 
better even than our own. In sharp con- 
trast to the destruction which had just 
commenced when it was opened in 
August, 1914, Panama is a healing 
force in the, world.

Premier Herriot would seem to be the 
latest participant’ in what is getting to

For it is also the country of 
free living—of. natural HMving—it is the 
Land of Joy, ‘Yes, the United States is

wide blue sky. It is a calumny to repre- 

sent it ag the slave of mechanical civil{- 
gation. 

Obviously this is a sinister thrust at 
the favorite intellectualist dogma of our 
native sons, that the one thing, which 
does not exigt in the United States is 
joy; that our mechanical triumphs haye 
made us only the slaves of the machine; 
that the Puritan tradition squats upon 
@ people’s natural impulses like the Mis- 
sissippi nigger on the safety valve; that 
‘we have merely speed where other people 
have beautiful motion, and have only 
noisé where other people have harmoni- 
ous utterance, Not even the sight of 
Chicago’s stock yards—and possibly of 
Pittsburgh’s steel mills—will convince 
M. Herriot that Chicago and Pittsburgh 
are the real America. He’ has_ seen, 
Americans on the beaches, in the parks 
and on the golf links giving evidences of 
g°capacity for joy that is not to be dis- 
tinguished froni happiness ‘fn other coun- 
tries. } 

It must be conspiracy, because ‘less 
_than six months ago a semi-couhfryman 
of M. Hergior was saying the very same 
thing in The Atlantic Monthly. . Hrwame 
BELLOc wrote about us: 

| Wherever you.go, in .the whole of the 
vast territory. of the States, you discover 
that sort of freedom in the soul which is 
the breeding sol] of happiness.

The. next important step in the nego- 
tiations, and one which, no doubt, vital- 
ly affects the’ markets on this’ side of 
the Atlantic, will be the arrangement of 
the German’ loan, and such primary 
details as its security and terms. Opin- 
ion of responsible bankers about the 
loan jis of necessity reserved until these 
details are fully thrashed out. The broad 
principle seems ‘to have been laid. down 
that it must be on terms which bankers 
can conscientiously recommend to their 
éHents. It is fully recognized, nowever, 
that under our present conditions of ris- 
ing security prices and active competi- 
tion for vehicles for employment of cap- 
ital, the loan should be much easier 
to place than if it had been attempted a 
month or six weeks aga.

From a desire to 
conserve the health of the race the 
Government takes various measures 
which with us would not be tolerat- 
ed. First among these, of course, is 
the suppression of all alcoholic 
drinks, including wine and beer. ff 

The prohibition régime is talked 
about and debated endlessly. Many 
Americans complain of it bitterly, 
and, if I may judge, more willingly 
to Frenchmen even than to their 
fellow-citizens. On board ship their 
eagerness to sample our vintages is 
manifest. “At precisely what spot,” 
asked an American of the smoking _ 
room steward, “does prohibition come 
into effect?’’ “At the Statue of Lib- 
erty,” was the reply. At which the 
voyager became very angry. But he 
‘hhad to bow to the law. 

Will prohibition last? I am in- 
clined to believe that it will be de- 
feaded to the last ditch. Not long 
ago President Coolidge called in per- 
gon a conference of the Governors 
of States to discuss ways and means 
of enforcing the law. But despite all 
such efforts, bootlegging‘ is wide- 
spread. Prohibition has the further 
bad result that it encourages Ameri- 
cans who have always been law- 
abiding to disregard the law. I was 
even told that it has corrupted many 
high governmental employes. The 
Chief of Police of New York was 
forced, for example, to sue some of 
his accusers for libel. The last €on- 
gress of the American Federation of 
Lahor adopted a resolution to the 
eftect that the Volstead law should 
be amended so as t6 permit the con- 
sumption of light wines and beer. 
To our way of thinking, this would 
seem quite a sensible way of dealing 
with the matter and one which even 
certain clergymen recommend. 

Nevertheless, when all is said and 
done, it is impossible not to admire 
the effort of a young and vigorous 
race to escape the social scourges 
which decimate Eurgpe and people it 
with failures. 

A careful watch over immigration 


“| does much to fortify this really mod- 


ern policy of showing concern for. 
national hygiene. Not every one 
who wants to enter the United States 
is allowed to do so. All applicants 
for admission, even if furnished with 
official documents, must undergo a 
rigorous examination not only of 
their health but also of their political 
opinions. Any of doubtful morality 
are straightway rejected. _ 

It would seem more worthy of a 
great nation, however, to impose 
these regulations when the immi- 
grants ask permission to come to 
America, and not to wait until they 
actually present themselves at the 
gate. It seems unnecessarily cruel 
to shut up im Ellis Island, and then 
send back across the ocean, a family 
which embarked from the other side 
without knowing all the conditions 
of admission. For Congress to fix 
the immigration quotas as it ch 
is its right, and is to the evident ad- 
van of the United States. But to 
find a means of preventing so many 
poor devils from undertaking. diffi- 
cut and expensive voyages which 
prove in the end useless would seem 
to be only humane.

THE ANCIENT REPUBLIC OF 


_ Founded in 350 A. -D., It Still Stands Free and Independent

EARLY sixteen hundred years 
ago—in the yedr 350 A. D. 
to be exact—a centain stone- 
mason -of Dalmatia by the 
Name of Marinus embraced 

Christianity" Many years later this 
man Marinus became a saint. 

These facts are not especially in- 
teresting in themselves, for the long 

‘list Of saints is too largely made up of 

men who suffered for their beliefs 
without having done much else to 
entitle them to such high honor. But 
Marinus was a very notable excep- 
‘tion, for he founded the most endar- 
ing free State in all history—the 
smallest and oldest republic = the 
world—San Marino. 

This littie-educated Father of “Lib- 
erty was so persecuted in his native 
Dalmatia that he fled across the 
Adriatic to the city of Rimini, where 
he lived many years. Eventually the 
persecutors overtook him and he 
again fled—this time into the fast- 
nesses of Monte Titone. On this 
gtim mountain he lived a life of utter 
3 for .many more years. 
Christianity was‘ spreading. The 
Emperor Constantine had seen the 
fiery cross and the magic words: ‘‘In 
hoc signo vinces."" The fame of the 
hermit on Monte Titone spread and 
he became a’ man greatly honored. 
A-Princess, upon whose estate the 
Mountain stood, gave it to the 
staunch Christian, believing that he 
would found a monastery. Marinus

Often invaded during the Dark: 
Ages,.San Marino’s little handful of 
hardy mountain patriots never suc- 
cumbed. Toward the end of the 
eighteenth century a certain Cardinal 
Alberoni—the Governor of Romagna 
under the Pope—captured the coun- 
try. The Sanmarinesi appealed di- | 
rectly. to the Pope, Clement XII., 
who ordered a plebiscite of the in- 
habitants. For once in the history 
ofa nation the vote was unanimous. 
And, of course, for independence! 

When the Great Napoleon was 
overrunning all Europe andthe na- 

-.tions were trembling with fear, the: 
littie republic. also trembled. Cer- 
“tain advisers had recommended to} 
_the Emperor that this little spark of 
““iberty in mountains of Italy should 
be’ and fhe order had 
out to that effect. Among the 
“hiberty loving Sanmarinesi: was one 
‘Antonio Onofri, who, when he 
“heard of the Einperor’s decision 
went to him. When Napoleon de- 
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‘The Republic of Gan Marino—Pancrama of the “Citta” on Monte Titone. 


manded of Onofri what he wished he 
received the following bold reply: 
“Sir, the only thing you can do for 
San Marino is to let us alone.’’ The 
greatest conqueror of all time agreed 
to do it. And the little neutral coun- 
try of San Marino had its represen- 
tative at the great Congress of 
Vienna! 

Italy has never known a greater 
patriot than Garibaldi. In 1849 


*| when, with the tattered remnants of 


his army, he was seeking a place of 
asylum it was but natural that his 
eyes should fall upon such a patrio- 
tic country as San Marino. The San- 
marinesi received him and in so do- 
ing won the admiration and affec- 
tion of Victor Emmanuel I. and, in 
fact, of a united Italy. 

The United States—th2 world's 
greatest republic—and San Marino— 
the world’s smallest republic--were 
allies during the greatest war in his- 
tory! 


Monte Titone is not a great moun- 
tain. It is 2,500 feet high and ou 
the eastern slopes of the Apennines; 
one of a thousand hills that decrease 
in height and ruggedness toward the 
Adriatic. On the summit and bigh 
side of the mountain is perched-—- 
like an eagie’s nest-the principal 
settlement and capital of the re- 
public and usually spoken of us the 
“Citta."* 

A magnificent view from the high- 
est point of the “‘Citta’’ is obtainable. 
To the west the tugged peaks of the

Apennines ever rising higher and 
higher into the blue Italian sky and 
to the east the almost equally biue 
waters of the Adriatic and a great 
stretch of Ipalian coast ‘line from 
Venice almost to Pesaro. If the day 
is very clear the eye leaps across the 
Adriatic and dimly sees the pale, 
purple out}jine of the mountains in 
Dalmatia. 

One cannot help wondering how 
often the persecuted Marinus, living 
the life of a hermit on this mountain, 
looked across the Adriatic toward 
the rising sun and spotted the fa- 
miliar.peaks of his native land shin- 
ing in the morning light! 


If the White House doors are 
open to every boy, the 
lads of San Marino have a thou- 
sandfold greater chance to reach 
the highest office within the gift of 
their countrymen. The highest of- 
fice under the laws of the tiny coun- 
try is that of Regent Captain. There 


are elected every six months two}. 


Regent Captains, who, in consulta- 
tion with the members of Parlia- 
ment, govern their land. As there 
are only about 12,000 people in the 
State it. becomes Obvious that every 
one has a good chance to reach the

While it is true 
that no power aside from Italy could 
attack San Marino without a vio- 
lation of Italian territory, the fact 
is that Italy does not interfere in 
San Marino affairs at all. There 
are certain questions which for 
many reasons have been settied by 
mutual agreement between the two 
States.

There is, I believe, a law forbidding 
the growing *. tobacco within the 
smali country. in order not to inter- 
fere with the Italian Government 
monopoly of tobacco. There are other 
prohibitions, not ene of which is a 
real infringement of personal liberty 
nor a violation of sovereignty. San 
Marino is no make-believe indepen- 
dent State. It is the real thing on a 
liliputian scale. 


Andorra, high in the Pyrenees, be- 
tween France and Spain, is not so 
populous as San Marino, but con- 
tains four times the territory. The 
vrincipality of Monaco, with Monte 
Carlo, is smalier in size, but con- 
tains-a much greater population. 
Yet neither of these microscopic 
States can boast such a long his- 
tory of lete as 
does the little country of the Apen- 
nines.. These two live and have 
lived their short lives entirely con- 
tingent upon the good humor of the 
great or the rivalry that exists be- 
tween the great. San Marino owes 
her long life to her ‘stoutness of 
heart, to her love of liberty, to her 
willingness to fight for what she 
holds dearer than life. 

She has come down the ages with 
her banners ever unfuried and hlow- 
ing free from her mountain top. She 
has watched from her high eyrie the 
decay of mighty and magnificent em- 
pires. The map of Europe has 
changed around ‘her, conquerors 
have respected her territory and held 
her inviolate; she was a free State 
when the savages held sway on the 
banks of the Thames! She was over 
a thousand years old when Columbus 
was born! 

San Maring looks down upon that 
blue sea whose waters lapped the 
shores of mighty nations that seemed 
hullt for eternity, but that have 
erumbled into dust. Lord Byron's 
apostrophe to the sea might almost 
be applicable to the world’s littlest 
sovereign State: 

“| . . Assyria, Greece, ‘Rome, 
Carthage, what are they? 
waters washed them ~-power 
while they were free : 
many a tyrant since. Their 
shores obey 
_ stranger, slave and savage. 
Their decay 
Gried up realms to desert. 
Not so Thou!”’ 
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Thirty-two square miles of terri- 
tory,. twelve thousand inhabitants, a 
great brown and green mountain. 
Innumerable wars, the marching and 
countermarching of conquerors round 
about her and independent for six- 
teen hundred years! . 

That is San Marino of the éen- 
turies! :

X WORLD OF - ART: Applying Modern Art to Grand Opera 


"By HIRAM BLAUVELT 
PERA has always been conser- 
Vative. ‘Wagner with his inno- 
vations. took its breath away 


trammeled with rigid rules of 
Performance. It is not strange, 
‘therefore, that ‘opera should be one 
- of the-tast arts to feel the impulse of 
the progress of modern art: Many 
‘people even today throw up their 
hands in horror at the mere thought 
of an invasion of “modern art” into 
the field of grand opera.. For some 
Treason the tendency is to consider 
opera as something made and final, 
already developed to the highest 
point of its perfection. 
In truth, it is somewhat of a static 
art. The high cost of new produc- 
- tion has tended to discourage young 
composers from writing for opera, 
while perhaps the musical metal is 
~ so. fare from which great composers 
are made that a real opera-compos- 
ing genius is not molded in every 
> century. /Hence the art is compara- 
tively: non-prod@uctive and seem: w 
* be standing ‘still. - Traditions of per-

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velopment of photography, printing 
and cinema, audiences have been 
trained. to feel through their eyes 
also. The invention of the color or- 
gan is a development of this phase. 

Opera must not appeal to the ear 
alone. Long scenes with compara- 
tive imaction before the same set 
often make singing, though it be ex- 
cellent, tiresome to the audience. To 
hold attention these’must be broken 
up into shorter scenes with different 
scenery suitable to the passing and 
cutrent action. Surprised. and re- 
freshed with new forms and new 
color combinations, the impressions 
of the audience are not permitted to 
relax for a moment, so that they will 
be mentally untired and continuous- 
ly receptive to the music and the 
singing.

Power was gained by dividing the act 
into four corresponding scenes, each 
with scenery of forms and colors 
suitable to its particular emotional 
content. ‘“The Lament of the Jews"’ 
begins quietly with a still landscape 
in dark blue and a few green set- 
tings, broken only by a white city 
deep in the distance.

Gradually as the action advances in 
each successive scene the colors grow 
more vivid and flashing, the forms

So successful was this attempt, 
however, that. at least seven oild- 
time Operas were vitalized in the 


same way Sor-the Gudlence of today, . 


seldom heard today, to many people 
absolutely unknown: “The Magic 
Flute,” “La Muette Portici,” by 
Auber, and ‘‘Macbeth,"* by Verdi. 
The last particularly was done with 
remarkable success. 

Using these same fundamentals 
and principles it is not at all improb- 
able that many, if fot the majority, 
of old grand operas will be restaged 
for the modern audience.

The Flrstenbergs 
having ‘been deprived of their ruli 

powers by Napoleon I., had no polit- 
ical status that offered an obstacle to

Their private fortunes flourished; not 
the least of the family assets being the 
manufacture. of that: beer which ‘still 
bears. on the bottle the label, ‘‘Tafel-. 
getrink. Sr. Majestét des. Kaisers.’’. 
For, these reasons the present head of 
the Ftirstenbergs may continue the 
“even tenor of his ‘ways; administer his 
private business undertakitigs with a 
very able hand and iridulge for a new 
plaything in a modern music festival. 
The programs of this festival, in 
‘complete.contrast to its surroundings, 
are devoted to-the chamber music of 
the wildest and most radical of Ger- 
~M™an and Slavic. composers... Donaue- 
schingen has become: their refuge and 
their strength. Each July, for two 
nights -and a ‘day; they make the 
peaceful Old- World vistas. of the little 
town pecoaye with theirdiscords. The 
festival, post-war institution, has 
completed its fourth. season, and the 
number of new-manuscripts before its 
committee of examination and. selec- 
tion is greater than ever. This com- 
mittee has been formed of representa- 
tives of the Society-of the Friends of 
Music of Donaueschingen, and. there 
is an honorary committee which in- 
cludes the names of Richard Strauss, 
Sigmund von Hausseger, Max von 
Pauer,: Hans ~Pfitzner and Franz 
Schreker. Most of the works per- 
formed this séason wefe heard for the 
first time. A number of the compos- 
ers, few of whose names are known 
in America, were under 30 years. of 
age, the. oldest -Arnold Schénberg, 
who recently celebrated his fiftieth 
birthday, yet contrived to produce a 
sextet -not. less curious in its sounds 
and mystifying in meaning than the 
best efforts of his disciples—a number 
of whom were in evidence. 
The Past Excluded. 


Says an account of the Donaueschin- 
gen festivals and their purposes: ‘‘Ex- 
cluded were: all the works of a type 


which has become the solid property| 


of the bourgeois; excluded also the art 
of the ‘arrivées’ already well known in 
its characteristics; excluded all that 
does not appertain to modern music, 
the, academic formal stereotype, the 
dll-too-ready; the expression of yester- 
Gay... “FS 

‘It would be unfair to expect of our 
festivals a selection of parade pieces, 
of works of éminence. Musical genius 
has never yet .appeared in dozens. 
Works’which give promise of positive 
valtie*must, of course, be placed in 
the foreground.- But beside them that 
which is not mature, that which is 
under @ispute, must be put up for 
discussion—even if we are not con- 
vinced of the fruitfulness of these ex- 
periments. for the future.’’ 

The first program, of July 19, con- 
tained a string sextet for twe violins, 
two violas’ and: two ’celli by Erwin 
Schulhoff;. five pieces for string or- 
chestra and a set of ‘‘Holderlin-Lie- 
der, ” sung ; by’ Senta : Schwarz... and 
accompanied" on the piano by the 
composer, Josef Matthias Hauer; 
a trio for violin, . viola and *cello, 
by Alexander Jemnitz, and a- string. 
quartet, op. 34, by Ernst Toch. 
All- of these ~ compositions were

But it is 
too easy to be supercilious about this 
early nineteenth century architect's col- 
lection. . It represents patience, devotion 
and knowledgé’ There is much valuable 
information for the student, and a 
library that students of architecture may 
get permission to use: It is a delight- 
ful place to work and dream.

An, 
enclosure of 4n acre or two in extent | 
has been surrounded by a high wire 
fence, which has been carried down 
three feet into the ground to counter- 
act attemptea to burrow out, and this 
enclosure, in what looks like a curious 
effort to teach wild animals the ways 
of civilization, has been laid out into 
streets at right angles, and little bunga- 
low. ‘‘burrows"’ have -been built for the 
foxes; a bit of yard for each family, 
fenced in, and a small table in each en- 
closure strikingly like some of the tables 
at the ice cream and drink dispensaries 
along the highway.

“drastic . reduction of the exorbitant 
duties on manufactures provided in the 
Fordney-McCumber tariff legislation."’ 


Differ on the Tariff. 


President Coolidge, the protectionist, 
stated his position as follows: ‘‘The Re- 
publican Party supports the policy of 
protection as a broad principle, ‘good 
alike for producer and consumer, be- 
cause it knows that no other means to 
prevent the lowering of the standards of 
pay and of living for. the American 
wage earner toward the misery scale 
that ‘prevails abroad has ever been de- 
vised. Were such protection removed 
the result would be felt at every fire- 
side-in the land. 


“Our industry would languish, «com- 
merce and transportation would be stag- 
nant, agriculfure would become para- 
lyzed, financial distréss and economic 
depression ‘would reach over the whole 
country.”’ 


Mr. Davis was not less vigorous in -his 
denunciation of.the tariff, saying ‘in 
Part: “‘In the passage of the Fordney- 
McCumber Tariff act, imposing the high- 
est rates and duties in the tariff history 
of the nation, there was an unblushing 
return to the evil days of rewarding 
party support and political contributions 
with legislative favors, 


“In ‘the language of one cf the advo- 
cates of that measure: ‘If we take care 
of the producers.the consumers can take 
care of themselves.’ For every dollar 
that this statute has drawn into the 
Treasury of the United States it, has 
diverted five from the pocket of the con- 
sumer into the pockets of the favored 
few.’ 

Mr. Davis also. specifically promised 
the farmers relief from the tariff bur- 
den and denounced as robbery the use of 
the “power of legislation.to enrich one 
manor set of men at the expense of 
others:”’ 


Lowering the Tax. Burden. 


There is. little ambiguity in the atti- 
tudes of the candidates on this major 
issue. Not so much can be said of the 
rival positions on tax reduction and tax: 
reform: As to this President Coolidge 
said: 

“I fayor ecohomy, that the taxes of 
everybody may be reduced: Much has 
already been done... The bill I signed will 
save the people about $1,000,000 each 
day. I want ‘further tex reduction and 
more tax reform. * * * I am opposed 
to. excessive: profits taxes and high sur- 
faxes. * * * Whatever cry thé dema- 
gogue may 6 about his.ability to tax 
the rich, at end, of the year it. will 
jal # be found that the people as a 
‘whole have paid the taxes.’’ 

In the Wisconsin platform Sénator. Lat 
| Follette sald: *‘We favor’ reduction. of 


Federal. taxes’. upon -individual incomes 


and. legitimate business,’ limiting tax 
strictly to the requirements of. 
ernment administered with rigid 


upon the $11,000,000,000 owing us by 
foreign Governments. 

‘"Wedenounce the Mellon plan as a-dé- 
vice to ‘relieve. multimillionatres at the 
expense of other taxpayers. * * *'’. Ex- 
cess profits taxation and complete pub- 
licity for all tax returns were. favored, 


As to taxation, Mr. Davis said: ‘‘We 
promise-to the people of America not 
only revision and reform but a further 
reduction iff taxes that weigh them down 
and sap the vigor of their productive in- 
dustry. 

“The rates of the income tax should 
be further lowered. Unnecessary taxa- 
tion is unjust taxation, no matter ‘on 
whom the burden falls. I am ready to 
agree that there is no right in Gov- 
ernment to tax any man beyond its 
needs solely. because he is rich; and yet 


I stoutly maintain that every dictate of 
réason and morality supports the rulé 
that those who derive from the common 
effort of society a greater share of its 
earnings than their fellows must con- 
tribute to the support of the State a 
proportionately larger share of that 
which they have received.” 

The. candidates aha A favored gov- 
ernmental economy, and \both Messrs. 
Coolidge and -Davis explicitly supported 
the budget system. The Democratic 
candidate. referred to President 'Cool- 
idge’s veto of the pay bill for postal -em- 
ployes when he added: 

“Economy, however, begins at the 
wrong end: when it attacks the pay of 
Government employes who are justly en- 
titled to pay equal to that they would 





receive from private employers for sim- 
ilar work. Every business executive 





knows that underpaid service is the 
dearest. of all,’’ 

The attitude of the candidates toward 
organized labor is especially interesting 
in view of the endorsement given Sena- 
tor La Folilette by the Executive Council 
of the American Federation of Labor. 
President Coolidge had this to offer: 

“Those who toil have always profited 
from Republican control of Government. 
Under the policy: of protection and re- 
strictive immigration no deflation of 
wages has occurred. While the cost of 
living has gone down wages have ad- 
vanced. The twelve-hour day and the 
seven-day week have: been practically 
abolished. ‘The uninterrupted operation 
of public utilities, with mutually satis- 
factory and legally established methods 
of adjusting labér questions,» has- been 
sought. Collective bargaining and volun-

tary arbitration have “Boon: “pdsciiehied, 
Republican nilé has raised the wage 
earner to a higher standard than he ever 
occupied before anywhere in the wortd.’’ 

Senator La Follette seid, im the Wis- 
consin platform: ‘We favor.thé aboli- 
tion of the use of injunctions in, labor 
disputes and declare for complete pro 
tection of the right of farmers and: in- 
dustrial ‘workers to organize, bafgain’ 
collectively through representatives of 
their own choosing and conduct without 
hindrance cooperative enterprises.’ 

Mr. Davis went into some detail »in4 
order to make his position explicit,- say- 
ing in‘part: “The right of labor to an 
adequate wage’earned under’ healthful 
conditions, the right to organize in order 
t6’ obtain it and the right to bargain for 
it collectivgly, through agents and repre- 
sentatives of its own choosing, have

HEN the Federal Be Ses 

Bank of New York lowered 

its rediscount rate not long 

ago to 3 per cent. it estab- 

lishéd the lowest rate in its 

history and-the lowest bank rate in’the 

world. Money is so cheap in the United 

States that it is going begging. | Mil- 

lions are idling. Even the bankers won't 

take them in: The dollar is the poor 
little rich boy. 

As a rule, bankers take all the money 
they can get and some of them have had 
until recently a rule that they would ac- 
cept all that came to them, but just 
now big banks are not inviting deposits. 
They are in a singular situation. “They 
cannot profitably employ more funds and 
in consequence are discouraging any but 
regular, customers from fattening. their | 
accounts, Commercial banks customari- 
ly pay interest on bank balances and 
most: trust companies even pay interest 
on personal. checking accounts, In New 
York the policy is to pay half/the ‘*hank 
rate,’’ but when that was reduced to 3 
per cent. the interest rate was not ad- 
justed to it. That is to say, banks are 
‘still giving 1% per cent. (half the former 
rate of 3% per. cent.) on ‘certain ac- 
counts, And when they cannot: find 
work for additional. money. to. do they 
do not want more deposits. 

Meanwhile Uncle Sam is paying off his 
debts. at the rate of about a million a 
day, and this money is going out to look 
for something to do.

Mr. Roberts pointed out that inter- 
national debt payments are an abnormal 
factor in this situation, and that if other 
nations bésides Great Britain should be- 
gin paying to this country the difficulty 
of re-establishing . a world equilibrium 
would be increased.

“Tl ani not saying that the-debts should 
be canceled,” he added, “but we must 
recognize that payments, upon them, re- 
quiring great transfers of ‘gold. to -this 
country, *would merely hi and émbar- 
rass both parties to the transection.

“to provide our own bases, we got up a 
petition to the boss to give us some 
place to store the bats and fron bases 
when not in use, and we were all solid 
for Tweed .when he built the red brick 
building on the north side of thé lawn 
as a ball house for us, 

“Sparrdw cops, & ‘gray-uniformed 
force of park employes, maintained or- 
der, and whether or not the boys. of 
those days were better behaved than 
the pregefit generation, the fact remains 
that the park was not ‘willfully ‘de- 
stroyed.

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NEW STATE PARK AT WILD 1 ONTAUK P¢ a

HOSH who know -Montauk Point, 
£4 at the extreme eastern tip of Long 
Island, will .inderstand why one 
of the first propdsals of the Long. Is- 
land Park Commission has been’ to se- 
cure as much as possible of it for State 
park: purposes. To those who ‘have not 
been there—well, it is hard to find:words 
to .define its peculiar -charm, but that 
charm has been felt ‘by every :one- who 
has . seen. it.. It. is just as logical-a 
tract to be made into a State park 
as ‘the existing public reservation, at 
Niagara’ Falls, though its attractions 
are of as different a sort as could be 
tmagined. From.the point of view of 
the majority of the: people of the State 
who Jive, in or near New York City, 
Montauk is even more logical an area 
for a park than Niagara—it is only a 

few hours’ motor ride from. the city. 


Montauk Point, technically, is the 
sharp, stony bluff where the south shore 
of Long Island.ends, topped: by a pic- 
turesque lighthouse, banded dark ahd 
4white, whose flash at night can be seen 
from ‘the New, England steamers &s they 
enter and. leave Long, Island. Sound. 
But the ‘word Montauk describes that 
whole twenty-mile finger of land behind 
the: point itself,. which reachés..out. be- 
tween the Atlantic Ocean on the-south 
and Gardner’s Bay .on the north...

sleeves. The facé,| says Oberholtzer, 
was ‘covered ; with a. mask, either of 
cloth, with> orifices: for the’ eyes, the 
nostrils: and the mouth, or a “‘dough- 
face,”’ a crude, ‘plastic false face used 
in. masqueraGes and kept for-sale in- the 
stores.’. The head was surmounted by a 
high,. conical’ hat ora tall, fantastic 
cardboard -hat, so constructed as to ih- 
crease the height of the wearer. Some- 
times a tassel was fastened to the apex 
of the structure. Or it might betrimmed 
with scarlet in imitation of blded. A 
false nose of great length and a long 
tongue of red flannel with large jagged 
teeth made of quills might be added: 
False beards made from a mule’s or a 
cow's tail “‘might depend from the head- 
piece,’ which, for convenience, could be 
turned around to hang down the back 
while .the Ku Klux was riding and 
needed room for fuller breath and clear- 
ec sight. Horns, to stiggest to the ne- 
groes that their visitors were animals 
or devils, were in many cases attached 
to the masks.”’’ Various devices, such as 
“skulls, crogsbonés and daggers, might 
be painted of sewed upon the white 
gown.”” White was used’ to create the 
illusion that the Ku Klux were ghosts: 


Spread Terror. 


Naturally, when a squadron of them 
charged’ through the countryside, yell- 
ing “‘We are the Ku Kiux right from 
hell,"’ the negroes who saw them,.and 
even the less superstitious whites, would 
gay, as did Brutus Jones in O'Neill's’ 
“Emperor Jones,” ‘Feet, do yo’ duty.”

This was subdivided 
into ‘“‘realms’’ coterminous with. the 
boundaries of the States. The realms 
were divided into ‘“‘dominions’’ .corre- 
sponding to Congressional districts, the 
deminivns ito “‘provinces,” and the 
provinces into “dens.” A Grand Wizard 
of the Invisible Empire was appointed. 
His powers were autocratic. ‘. 
Genera] Nathan B. Forrest of the Con- 
federate Army was ‘asked to be the 
Grand Wizard, and with Robert B. Lee's 
advice accepted. It was he who made 
the organization somewhat military in 
character. Also, at this convehtion a 
prescript or constitution was. adopted,

The old Klan ‘as we have seen, was 
politically minded, though it did worry, 
ag does its illegitimate and much more 
entertaining offspring, about the afore- 
said ‘‘white supremacy."'

\ually the whole tone of the K.. K. K. 
movement changed. Terrible crimes 
were committed against the negroes. 
Blood and more blood seemed to be the 
Object of the old Klansmen. It is. said 
in extenuation of these samples of 
“white supremacy” that many mien 
joined the Klan to carry on personal 
vendettas, or that ‘many criminals mas- 
+queraded as Klansmen who thought a 
virtuous disguise would be proof against 
detection. or that the carpetbaggers, 
the statesmen of the Loyal Union 
Leagues, dressed negroes as Klansmen 
so that their crimes would be blamed 
on the official criminals. 

In any event, even negroes were not 
eternally superstitious, and in time the

changed to open derision: ‘Thus ‘to 
maintain ‘‘white supremacy,”’ which it 
would geem was rather forced than 
natural, the intimidation took on grad- 
vally._a mofe forcible ‘character. 

The Klux movement had now ‘become 
murderous; any one ‘who differed with 
fits. views of society, or rather social 
conduct, white or ‘black, man or wo- 
man, was apt to be visited in the night 
and killed... Naturally, the Southern 
States, ruled. by carpetbaggers, ‘who 
were, it must:be admitted, a provoking, 
filthy crew, did not like ahy of this, 
and State after State adopted drastic 
legislation against the Klux. 

in Tennessee, where the Klux decided 
that the. members of the Legislature 
(Republicans) were to be’ declared out- 
laws and should .be “punished. with 
death wherever found,’ the Legislature 
retaliated ‘by:adopting an act which 
made it legal to kill any, member. of 
the Klan who tried to break into a@ 
house. In other-Southern States *‘open 
seasons” against disguised men were en- 
acted into law. South Carolina, for ex- 
ample, suspended the writ of habeas 
corpus; in North Carolina the *Gover- 
nor might proclaim martial. law. In- 
stead of a hunting group, the Klux 
gradually became a hunted group. Gov- 
ernors of these States were constantly 
asking aid of Presidents Johnson and 
Grant 


Klas “Disbanded.” 

The immediate result of the legislation 
in Tenfessee was an order issved by 
Grand Wizard N: Bi Forrest on Oct. 20, 
1869, apparently disbanding the Klan. 
But some historians overlooked. one 
paragraph in the order, which read: 

"This is not to be understood to dis- 
solve the Order of the Ku. Klux Kian, 
but is hereby held more firmly together 
and more faithfully to each other in any 
emergency that may come.’’ 

With all the legielation against it the 
Klan became even more active.  Polli- 





ticlans thundered in the halls of ‘Con- 
gress that a new secessionist) movement 
was in progress, that the. li t of citi- 
zens was threatened.

They tore up homes and swung 
negroes from trees or dropped them into 
deep rivers. Documents, testimony, ap- 
peals poured in on President Grant, and 
on ‘Dec. 16,. 1870, the Senate by resolu- 
tion asked Grant to submit them to -it. 
On Jan. 17 he forwarded another collec- 
tion of papers bearing particularly upon 
the crucial situation in. North Carolina, 
where martia] law had been proclaimed 
in One county by Governor Holdén and 
where another county Was if a state of 
insurrection. ‘The Klan had been busy 
intimidating’ Magistrates and had been 
doing @ little assassination on the sidé.

Almost coinciding with Lenin's death 
in January came the recognition of the 
Soviet ernment by Great Britain. 
That of Italy followed in a few weeks. 
Several smaller States in Europe, among 
them. Norway, Sweden, Denmark, 
Greece, Austria, Poland, Danzig and 
the Baltic States, extended de jure rec- 
ognition to Moscow in the next few 
months. China duplicated this’example 
in the Oriént, and on May 31 a_treaty 
providing for the tmmediate and full 
resumption of relations between Russia 
and-China was signed. -A treaty of 
similar import has been signed in re- 
cent weeks between the Soviet Gov- 
ernment and Mexico. 

Recognition by the Allies, by the rest 
of the world, has been Russia’s chiéf 
concern since the Bolsheviki ,came to 
the helm. It was talked, negotiated, 
manoeuvred by Lenin while he lived, 
and his successors have kept up the

In the six months.ended June 30 this 
year Russia,has bought. from the United 
States goods to the amount of $24,- 
904,000. . Orders for $25,000,000 more of 
goods, to be delivered before the end.of 
1924, are cither here already or on the 
way. Russia’s $50,000,000 imports from 
America. this year will slightly exceed 
the figure of Russia’s last annual pre- 
War purchase, which, in round figures, 
Was $45,000,000. 


Setting the House in Order. 


But this is only parenthetical. ‘The 
point to be stressed is Russia’s ‘‘spruc- 
ing up’’ in anticipation of her resump- 
tion of relations with the world. The 
articles. that Russia has bought from 
the United States are in the main those 
looking to the rehabilitation of her in- 
dustries and - agriculture. She has 
bought farm implements and automo- 
biles, motors and machinery parts, oil 
well supplies and tanning - products, 
chemicals and. cotton, things America 
excels in. She has bought in other 
markets, notably in Germany, Sweden, 
Norway, Denmark, Holland and Argen- 
tina. 

In spite of Russia’s efforts to put on 
the best possible appearance, the vast 
Slav empire looks desolate; her people 
are much impoverished, her resources 
“T am afraid,”* said Zinoviev 
Tecently, “‘that when .the ‘concession 
bridegrooms’ of the world begin to pour 
into Russia they may be disappointed. 
They will find the Russia of today a 
fairly good replica of the traditional 
picture of the ‘poor bride.’’’ : 

Russia’s underground wealth, Zinoviev 
explained, has not been extensively 
tapped in a decade, while her surface 
Wealth has been greatly exhausted. Siir- 
face Russia is a sore, troubled sight. 

Equipment Worn Out. 

The deficiencies. of Russia’s. agricul- 
ture, the shortcomings of her industries, 
Were outlined recently with great candor 
yet without fear or pessimism by her 
Prime Minister, Alexis Ivanovitch Ry- 


“kov, spéaking before the world delegates 


te the International Communist. Con- 
gress in Moscow. 

“The weakest ‘point of our. economic 
gystem,” M. Rykov said, ‘‘lies in the 
Wearing out of our production equip- 
ment, of our implements and machinery. 
We have not the means, the capital to 
keep this equipment_on a going basis, 
let alone to raise its efficiency and pro- 
ductivity to a high l@yel. We cannot 
point. to a single great factory that we 
have built in recent years. ; 

“Only now’ have we begun.to build 
factories. A limited few are going up 
and they are equipped in the latest and 
must approved technical fashion. Aside 
from these, however, we are working 
with the equipment and the ‘fools inher- 
ited from the old régime.”

The 
great. majority of the soldiers were, of 
durse, peasants. In addition to losing 
manpower for farm labor, the agricul- 
tural classes had to keep this army 
going. The Soviet Government requisi- 
tioned the bread supplies of the farming 
classes, leaving them only enough fér 
their meagre personal needs and for seed 
for the next season. The - selling. of 
bread and of’ farm products of any sort 
by individuals was forbidden. Trade in 
food products had become a Government 


‘monopoly. 


The repeated and stubborn counter- 
revolutibnary uprisings suppressed :-at 
last, the Soviet. Government was.once 
more in possession of a unified empire. 
It had regained the oil fields in Baku, 
the mines and mineral lands in Siberia, 
the valuable grain producing provinces 
in the Ukraine. The Russian peasant, 
groveling in the dust, was preparing to 
rise, to take a deep breath of the cleared 
atmosphere, when a new series of 
calamities caused him to bend his knee 
even lower. 


‘Pestilential Years. 


This time nature herself seemed to| 
have become his great antagonist. » The 
years of civil war were followed by 
years of epidemic and famine... There 
had. been small epidemics of typhus, 
cholera and similar diseases in. 1917 and 
1918. In 1919 typhus swept almost the 





whole of Russia. It raged for two years, 
augmented by epidemics of smallpox, 
cholera ard typhoid fever. 

It is said that 23,000,000 people have 
gone through the crucible of .disease.in 
the period between 1919 and 1922. ~ 

Then famine entered. “Tie drought of 
1921 seemed without parallel in history. 
Maxim Gorky raised his voice across 
the blockade’ to America, calling for 
help for -his starving sountrymen, and 
within a month the American’ Relfef 
Adminstration “was © moving suppliés 
into Russia: That famine was ' suc- 
| ceeded by dnother, in 1922. - Not until 
| the crop of 1923 had been harvested did 
| Russia return to what, for that coun- 
try, may be termed a normal sfate of 
affairs again.

At the 
close of 1920 and the beginning of 1921 
a scries of peasant uprisings had taken 
place against the Soviet. The peasants 
were.tired of raising farm produce only 
to have it taken from .them by the 
Government.

Serious as were the uprisings in some 
provinces, the apathy toward production 
or the part of the peasants in other 
provinces was even more reprehensible. 
What was the use of raising large 
crops, the peasants asked, when you 
had no say over the products of your 
toil? The number of acres under culti- 
vation dwindled alarmingly’ The Govy- 
ernment looked into the matter. It was 


‘talked over again and again at Com- 


munist congresses, and finally the new 
economic policy was called into life. 
Private ownership was in part restored 
to the peasantry. x aa 
The -New Economic Policy, or NEP., 
as it is abbreviated in Russia, was de- 
fined by the Soviet Government as ‘tthe 
organization of industry on the basis 
of State capitalism.” It was promul- 
gated in March, 1921. . Its application 
was to be limited and regulated by the 
Soviet authorities. Lenin was the chief 
proponent of the change and of the 
‘partial retreat’ to capitalism: .““We 
have moved too rapidly. in our economic 
program,”’ Lenin said at the_ time, 
*‘without establishing a solid base be- 
hind us. We must go back, therefore, 
and begin with State capitalism.’’ 
Torthe peasant the New Economic Pol- 
icy translated itself in terms of a return 
of a considerable slice of the old order. 
He was once more the owner, of the 
fruits of his toil.

MANY DIFFERENT 
DISPOSING 


METHODS IN 
OF ‘CITY GARBAGE 





problem of disposing 6f the ref- 
ug6 in New York and other large 
cities becomes especially compli- 


cated at this season of the year. A re-| 


cent survey made in sixty-eight cities of 
over 100,000 population in the United 
States reveals that in most of the cities 
of the North there is a much greater 
production of garbage in Summer than 
in any other season. The miinimum is 
in February, the maximum is reached 
ig September, when about one-sighth of 
the yearly total is reached. This is’ 
largely. due to the immense consumption 
of vegetables: In sonie séctions of the 
country the production remains station- 
ary throughout the year, ’ 


In New York City there is an average 
production of garbage per capita every 
day in the year of one half a pound, ‘The 
figuré is considered high in. comparison 
with, most cities at home and abroad. 
A recent study of many of the residen- 
tial and manufacturing cities of New 
England showed that the manufacturing 
cities average three-tenths of a pound 
per capita and the residential city six- 
tenths of a pound. 

The average production of rubbish in 
New York is one-fourth of a pound for 
every man, woman and childj and. two 
and a half poungs of ashes. In many 
cities the average is considerably less 
than. this. According to the United 
States. Bureau of Census, the average 
weight of garbage, ashes and rubbish in 
the United States is 1,200 pounds per 
cubic yard of garbage, 1,350. pounds per 


e. cubic yard at ame unmixed with rub- 


wa 
bish atid 200 poufids per cubic yard of 
rubbish. 

The methods 6f disposing of this im- 
mense volume of refuse vary widely in 
‘different cities. In-many cases, espe- 
cially in the siialler cities, the refuse is 
merely dumped on land. This miethod of 
disposing of refuse was in use from 12,- 
000 ‘to. 15,000 Years ago. A small com- 
munity may follow primitive systems of 
refuse disposal with comparatively little 
danger, but as the community increases 
in size moré scientific measures become 
imperative, - In cities of 100,000 popula- 
tion or more throughout the United 
States ‘three general methods are eéni- 
ployed. It has been found by a survey 
carried out by The American City that 
in sixty-five of the sixty-elght cities of 
over 100,000 population, five, including 
New York, still dump their garbage at 
sea or into large bodies of © water, 
twenty-four feed it to hogs, eighteen in- 
cinerate it and as many more dispose of 
it by. various reduction processes. ~ 

The reports of 216 cities with a’ popu- 
lation between 25,000 and 100,000 show 
that twenty-four still dump their gar- 


bage, thirty-four feed it to. hogs,’ thirty- 
one incinerate it food two dispose on it 
by reduction.

MOTOR BATTERY EFFICIENCY | 
‘MEANS COMFORT IN TOURING 





YSTEMATIC attention to the bat- 
'tgry is absolutely essential ifthe 
automobile is to furnish not only 
its maximum motor efficiency. but 
satisfactory comfort to the occu- 
pants. The chief source of battery trou- 
ble is usually found in -corroded ter- 
Sage Brokaw, tech- 
nical advisor of the West ‘Side Y. -M. 
C. A, Automobile School. He points 
out that the lights; horn -and -ignition 
will often operate satisfactorily but the 
self-starter will fail. This may be 
traced to corroded ‘or poorly fitting bat- 
tery terminals which will allow a suffi- 
cient amount of” current for. the lights 
and horn but not ‘enough to start the 
motor. 

“This corrosion,’ hé explains, ‘‘is 
formed by the‘electrolyte or acid in the | 
battery | acting upon-the lead terminals. | 
After if has formed the most. satisfac- 
tory way to get rid of it fs to sctrabe 
the terminals until there is a _ bright 
lead finish. Washing the terminals with 
ammonia or some otrrer alkalind solu- 
tion will neutralize any acid that may 
be present and prevent. corrosion, Care 
should be taken that none of the solu- 
tion gets into the battery, as ft will 
neutralize the acid in the battery ana 
stop its action. 

“When the. terminals have been 
cleaned and brightened and the - parts 
assembled; it is important to see that 
the terminals make a contact for the 
full area of their surfaces. This is 
necessary be¢ause a very firm and full 
contact"is required to suprly the amount 
of current needed for s' ng the motor, 
Some motorists rhake a practice of coat- 
ing. the terminals with vaseline or other 
opened to prevent the aoe from came 
contact with the joints

“If the corro’ion’ beeomes excessive oF 
if the’ contact becomes poor. the lichts 
are apt to flare up with unusual bright- 
ness. If the contact is so poor that no 
current may pass or if the wife: should 
become disconnected from the battery, 
the lights/will burn. out enfirely in most 
systems. happens because’ the gen- 
erator which charges.the battery is’ de- 
signed to deliver sufficient current to 
charge the battery at low,speed. Con- 
sequently when the .engine is speeded 
up it will. deliver’ much ’® more current 
than is necessary.’’ 

About the only attention a battery 


\Usually requires is to .keep the plates 


vovered with an electrolyte by addin 
distilled water. The water is the only 
part of the electrolyte that- evaporates. 
| Impurities in the water may cause self- 
discharge of the battery. may coat the 
plates and stop the agid action and may 
act on the positive. materials and cause 
{t to shed from plates. - The use of a 
‘glass sora percelain container is ad- 
vised / for. battery water to keep the. 

allic impurities from getting into the 
electrolyte, 

“Care should. be taken,’’ Mr. Brokaw 
adds, ‘‘not to overfill the cells because 
the acid may overflow, ruih the box 
and corrode the ‘terminals, introducing 
a high resistance into the circuit. Re; 
adjustment’ of acid strength should al- 
ways be made by a competent battery 
technician.

‘eastern States. Economically it is not 
yet a paying institution. It was bullt 
largely as;a matter of national defence. 
Without such a railway, an enemy 
which controlled the sea could quickly 
take Western Australia.

Public Ownership ef Other Industries, 


Az regards the public ownership of in 
dustries other than those which can be 
defined as the simple public!services, 
such as railways: and telepfiones, the 
argument is now loud, bitter and’ pro- 
longed. It is noteworthy that the 
Queensland Laborites’ appeal ‘directly to 
the sugar’ farmers by bufidirig sugar 
mills ;;to the corn (maize) farmers. by 
constructing ‘enormous. storage plants;

Thus it Is;the crudest materia 
interest, directly effective, which drives 
the worker; manager or technician t 
perform his appoifited task. A systen 
of industrial ‘management by any dem 
otratic political state makes the politi¢a 
officials themselves subservient to th: 
working people as voting majorities 
That such a system could attain any 
large degree of moral responsibility anc 
economic’ efficiericy .can hardly. be ex 
pected.

thoughtful that any form of reorganize: 
industrialism must be built: from th: 
ground up. If the worker is to be re 
generated in mind end -hand, then th:

ciple, the formation-work is divided 
into. sections, the size of which depends 
upon the difficulty of the work.. Plans 
and a simple specification of the work 
are prepared, also an estimate of the 
cost based on the rate of wages rul- 
ing in the district for similar work, 
The work, at a price reckoned at so 
much per unit of quantity or measure- 
ment, if offered to a party of men, 
who, if they “accept, become the con- 
tractors. The work done by the men 
is measured periodically; and full pay- 
ment made to the party, who divide 
the money among themselves accord- 
ing to the time worked by each work- 
man, ..The engineer in charge .of. the 
work has a certain amount of dis- 
cretion and ¢ontrol in respect of the 
‘Character of the men employed, the 
progrese of thé work, hours of labor, 
“het. 

The constitution of the party is left: 
very. much to the men themscives, and 
they: have power, subject to the ap- 
proval of’ the engineer, to: ballot out 
any member who proves himself unde- 
sirable-or inefficient.

AMERICA’S FIRST: LABOR PARADE

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

It. might be ‘interesting. news’’ to 
some of the readers of ‘THe Times to 
know that the first labor ~parade in 
America was in New York City a year 
previous to the inauguration of our first 
President. .It was the outcome of pa- 
triotism, pure and simple, an exultation 
urging the ratification of the Constitu- 
tion of the United States. 

For ail her big men, like Jay, Hamil- 
ton, . Livingston ‘ and, Robert Morris, 
New. York City could not corral "the 
State at large for the’ Union because of 
that sacred ego, State’s right’, which 
was fought out to the last ditch by the 
urban. wiseacres. So the young ebul- 
liency of the times decided on a- grand 
parade. 

"The trade guilds were quickly on the 
‘job. They wanted the Constitution, and 
they wanted it bad. They'd show the 
up-State folks: what they thought of se- 
cession. So, at 10. o’clock,, on the 
morning of. July 23, 1788, thirteen 
guns from the Federal ship Hamilton 
announced. that the fuh was on. . Hav- 
ing. formed on the green* at City Hall 
Park, the marchers were routed down 
Broadway ‘to Great Dock Street, Han- 
over Square, Pearl end Chatham, Divi- 
sion ‘and Arundel, ‘te, Bullock, then to 
the Bayard House near. Grand Street. 
There, under an arbor where rustic seats 
and tables awaited them, a great feast 
was made: Real ‘‘éats’’ for hardy, hun- 
gry. men, no dabs of salad, angel food 
and foolish ‘triangle sandwiches spread 
with suspicious substances. There ‘were 
pigs aplenty those days running, the

This was valuable 
in more ways than one, furnishing, as 
it did, irrefutable evidence, good in law, 
of the time of dispatch and receipt and 
so fixing the responsibility in the event 
of a‘claim ‘for less on account of delayed 
delivery; it also served to expedite de- 
livery by the delivering office because 
the evidence. was so clear if delay did 
occur, 


The reason for the change in procedure 
was never clear to me. The time saved 
by: the omission of the f impression 
could scarcely have justified the change. 
The only other apparent reason is the 
uncharitable one that the Post Office 
Department deliberately. planned to es- 
cape responsibility for delays by omit- 
ting the. furnishing of such’ plain. evi- 
dence. This inference seems inescapable, 
but be that as it may, it is difficult to 
see any valid reason against a reversion 
to the old custom. 

I do not think I exaggerate when I 
say that most business men would wel- 
come such a change.

Your. editorial, “One Vision ‘of the 
Negro,” appearing in' THe Tues yester- 
day, has been brought to my attention.

The 
New York League of the Hard of 
Hearing was organized some years ago 
specially to ald deafened adults.by pro- 
viding them with teachers. of lip read- 
ing.. This class of the deaf retain their 
speech, and speech reading is all they 
need to acquire, The League seems to 
have broadened its scope to include the 
study of potential deafness, progressive 
deafness and their remedies. 

Dr.. Herold Hays, a member of the 
League, is holding clinics in his office 
and doing valuable work in arousing 
public interest’\jn the care of the organs 
of hearing. He. suggests that parents 
should inform themselves regarding the 
various causes. of deafness and the ways 
to. prevent, or. check. progressive. deaf- 
ness, which, he thinks, generally

What the Wheatstone transmitter 
actually does at one operation. is send 
the message, actuate a two hundred 
kilowatt alternator at Rocky Point, or 
at the radio station being used, and en- 
able the operator to recognize the signals 
thatihe is sending. 

A similar method, only on a smaller 
scalé, fs in Operation in San’ Francisco 
for messages .to be. sent across the 
Pacific to Hawaii and Japan. 

Wherever possible messages are. sent 
direct by radio. However, if a message 
is destined for Manchester, England, it 
is sent by radio to London and then by 
telegraph to Manchester. On the other 
hand, messages destined for a country 
which has no direct radio communica- 
tion with the United States, but which 
has radio conimunication with a coun- 
try’ having direct service with this 
country, are all. retransmitted by radio. 


Receiving Transecean Messages. 


Messages. from foreign countries to 
the United States are all received at 
Riverhead, L. I. Here the signals are 
separated according to the countries 
from which received. Each signal is 
passed to a switchboard over a tone 
channel. These channels terminate in a 
particular square allotted to each coun- 
try in an amplifier in the Broad Street 
office. Here the signals are amplified 
and sent to the receiving operator. They 
also pass through an automatic recorder, 
The penarm in the recorder is actuated 
by the two steel pins in the Wheatstone 
transmitter being operated in the coun- 
try sending the. message. The penarm, 
supplied with ink,. passes through the 
perforations in the tape, and the dots 
and dashes are.recorded on the tape, 

The receiving operator at the recorder 
then translates the code by sight and 
types out the message. 

Attached to the recorder is an auto- 
matic clock which. registers once every 
minute on the tape the exact time and 
date that the message is received. In 
this way there can be no dispute. con- 
cerning the actual time ‘the mepagses 

are received,

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 





UESTION—I am planning to build 
Q) & one-tube set and wonder if I 
: should use condensers for tun- 
ing wherever possible in place of coils 
in order to get finer tuning and louder 
music. What do you suggest?—G. F. C. 
Answer—Theoretically the coils should 
be favored. Inductance produces a volt- 
age across the grid circuit of a vacuum 
tube and capacity reduces the voltage. 


Question—I just completed a vacuum 
tube detector and two stage audio am- 
plifier set, using UV-199 tubes. It works 
fine except that a ringing noise begins 
if the set is jarred and when the phones 
are plugged into the jacks. What’ can 
I.do to stop this 'annoyance?—W..T. O. 
Auswer—Such interference is known as 
*tmicrophone noises’” and is caused by 
mechanical vibrations which vibrate ‘the 
elements of the tithes, especially tne 
gtid. The effect is moré noticeable in 
jdry cell tubes. The ringing annoyance 
can be eliminated by cushioning the 
tube sockets on sponge rubber, heavy 
felt or light springs, so that the mechan- 
ical vibrations ate absorbed © before 
reaching the elements of the tubes. .The 
cushioning effect will be useless if rigid 
wire is used in making the connections 
to the sockets. Flexible wire should hbé 
used, as it does mot transmit-the vibra- 
tions like a solid conductor. y 


Question—My set has worked fine for 
the past eight months, but Jately it has 
hecome noisy. It is not catised by static, 
as I can distinguish it, although both 
types of interference sound almost the 
same.

Question—Can a light socket antenna 
plug be depended upon to give as good 
results as an outdoor antenna?—B. L. 
Answer—No; an indoor antenna will not 
produce the same results as an outdoor 
wire. The antenna plug’s. success de- 
pends upon local conditions,. such as the 
way. the electric wires (are strung. 
Wires shielded by metal conduit do not 
give as good results as open wires. If 
‘the building in which the plug is used is 
of steel construction or if it is sur- 
rounded by steel ‘structures the resulis 
will: not be as satisfactory. Tests indi- 
eate that antenna plugs operate’ most 
successfully on the second and third 
floors of apartments. 


Question—In building . neutrodyne 
should I use. vernier rhedstats and ver- 
nier attachments on the tuning dials?
